A few years 
ago you could buy all the cider you 
wanted for about ?5 a barrel: Now 
you are lucky.if you can buy a bar- 
rel of g-ood cider for 
$20, 
and in 


many sections you are lucky if you 
can 
buy good cider at all. . 
This sudden Increased demand for 


cider may, or may not, be connected 
with the fact that the senate has ex- 
cluded non-intoxicating cider or wine 
from the long list of beveragres ban- 
ned, 
and .-that the conference com- 
mittee oh the prohibition 
measure 
shows a tendency to concur in this 
leniency. 
Of course, the conference 
committee may change its mind, even 
before this is off the press, but if 
present indica-tions hold g-ood 
you 


may make cider and own cider with- 
out breaking the law. 


It seems probable that cider may
